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Chief Betts explains ways to foil robbery 


Sierra Madre News is rnnninti sefniienis on 
sliopliflinii, burglary lueveniion, robbery and 
other sorts of erinies against retailers as outlined 
bv Sierra Madre Police C'bieJ Hill Hetls at a 
recent seminar before Main Street and the 
Chamber of Commerce. This week we continue 
our series. Ed. 

“There are all sorts of schemes that thieves 
use to get money illegally. Some use the 
night bank drop, for instance. They put 
‘out of order’ signs on the night drop, then- 
install a silver metal box on which a sign 
reads,‘For tonight, put drops in here.’ Of 
course, they pick up all the money before 
dawn, and remove all signage,’’ Sierra Madre 
Police CHief Bill Betts told Main Street and 
Chamber of Commerce members recently. 

“Rooters can get into places inrougn SKy- 
lights. Gypsies sweep into businesses very 
quickly. Just dial 911 and we will be there as 
quickly as possible,’’ Chief Betts told the 
group in a recent seminar. 


He explained that as soon as a person 
dials 911, the computer kicks up the address 
and the police are on their way. 

Betts named ways to discourage robbery 
and included advertising security alarm systems 
with signs in visible locations. He also sug¬ 
gested developing a mutual aid system among 
stores on the block. He said that placing 
colored tape markers at exits at various heights 
helped to determine how tall a robber is. 

“Tlien if you are robbed, you can gel an 
accurate estimate of the subject’s height as he 
leaves,” Betts noted. 

The police chief also suggested to lake time 
to gel to know the robber. “Look the robber 
in the eye since you will need to have a 
description. Communicate with him; get him 
to talk. Don’t threaten him and please co¬ 
operate fully. Robbers want to get what 
they want and get away. They’re unstable. 
Their adrenelin is going. You need to reas¬ 
sure them but you must also maintain con¬ 


trol. And remember that life is worth more 
than the whole store. In most cases when 
people are hurt, someone has panicked. The 
subject is more scared than you are.” 

Betts noted that fainting could be a good 
ru.se. “Drop to tshe floor.” 

He continued, “If there is a hostage situ¬ 
ation, you have to be the strong one in 
control. Maintain control. Stay calm. The 
calmer you are, the better the situation.” 

He cautioned that people taking money to 
the bank each day should never go the same 
route day after day and should never go 
the same time of day. 

He said, “There is no need to carry large 
amounts of money.” 

Ways to discourage robbery includes the 
following: 

Lock unused doors. 

Avoid working alone. 

Make sure your cash register is clearly 


visible to passers-by. 

Avoid placing signs or displays near windows 
which block visibiliby. 

Record the serial number of the bottom 
bill in each bin of cash. 

Keep bait money in a spare compartment 
of cash registers. 

Betts told the group what to do after a 
robbery: Dial 911 immediately and write down 
everything you can remember about the robber 
and the crime itself such as the robber’s 
appearance, exact words spoken. Also, keep 
everyone away from the surfaces the robber 
may have touched. 

The group discussed merchants’ custom of 
installing hidden or not-so-hidden cameras 
around shops. A couple of the seminar attend¬ 
ees noted that they have installed fake cameras 
just so customers believe the store has really 
beefed up its security.

Clock is ticking on URM stractures 






Businesses and institutions housed in some 43 
of the original buildings classified as Unreinforced 
Masonry (URM) subject to seismic damage, still 
remain included in the city’s list of “Potentially 
Hazardous Substandard Buildings.” 

The state-mandated rehabilitation requirements 
for the URM buildings could range from minor 
repairs to total demolition. 

To date, one building, housing Charlotte’s Fine 
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Jewelry, has been razed and rebuilt, three build¬ 
ings, housing The News, Sierra Glass, Congrega¬ 
tional Church, and Renaissance Plaza, have work 
in progress, and five were destroyed by fire, while 
the remainder of some 18 buildings were deter¬ 
mined to be structurally sound. 

Sixteen owners representing some 24 businesses, 
according to Jim Pock, city inspector, have re¬ 
quested financial aid under the city’s Community 
Development Block Grant (CDBG) program which 
made available $30,000 in funds for engineering 
in funds for engineering analyses of rehabilitation 
needed to bring buildings into compliance with 
seismic requirements. 

Owners were served with orders for compliance 
the fourth week of August this year and have 


180 days from receipt of the order to comply 
with the most crucial requirement: anchoring of 
roofs to walls, reported a spokesperson from the 
city building department. They have three years 
from the City Council’s Ordinance No. 1059 
specifying total compliance, which became ef¬ 
fective in March of this year, to complete all 
necessary work mandated by the state Seismic 
Mitigation requirements. 

Some confusion apparently exists on the part 
of owners regarding the commencement of the 
180-day deadline: whether the clock started ticking 
in August with the service of compliance orders, 
leaving only 65 days for compliance, or at the 
time the city’s CDBG seismic engineering study 
begins. 


The city has not yet gone out to bid on the 
study, but once it selects the firm, according to 
a building department spokesperson, “We now 
should be moving very quickly and participants 
should have no trouble meeting the deadline. ’ ’ 
Penalties for non-compliance have not been spec¬ 
ified by the city, but could range from requiring 
non-compliance signs in windows, alerting the public 
to continuing earthquake hazard, to orders for 
“building abatement,” which would mean total 
demolition of the building. 

Should the engineering studies indicate the need 
for extensive rehabilitation or demolition, mas¬ 
sive relocation of downtown businesses could result, 
a potential upheaval not as yet addressed by the city.

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Santa Anita Park recycles straw, wood shavings for electricity 


Tons of straw and 
wood shavings used for 
bedding horses will be 
converted into electricity 
through the latest recy¬ 
cling effort by Santa 
Anita Park which pur¬ 
chased a baler, forklift 
and loader, costing some 
$750,000. 


The baler compresses 
the used bedding which 
will be burned by a po¬ 
wer plant in El Centro 
to make electricity. What 
with approximately 2000 
horses stabled at Santa 
Anita, there are about 
70-80 tons of discarded 
wood shavings and straw 


every day, 365 days a 
year, reports Ken Pal¬ 
mer, director of the 
physical plant depart¬ 
ment at the race track. 


Palmer estimated the 
baler will save Santa 
Anita about $1000 a day 


and will pay for itself 
in about two years. “We 
used to have shavings 
collected in bins by a 
contractor, who either 
hauled them to a dump 
or sold them to a local 
nursery for potting 
mix,” said Palmer. “The 
straw was hauled to a 


mushroom farm in Ven¬ 
tura for use as a grow¬ 
ing medium. They used 
to pick it up and paid 
us. Then they just picked 
it up. Most recently, we 
were paying them to take 
the material,” added 
Palmer. The medium 
also can be used to b^le 


cardboard which the 
track uses in food ser¬ 
vice and on giveaway 
promotion days. 


Santa Anita already 
participates in computer 
paper and glass recycling 
programs.

Where to find Small 
Business Money 
During the 
Credit Crunch

One of the most common causes of small-business 
failure is inadequate financing. This is because most 
aspiring businessmen do not know the many low<ost 
and even cost-free sources of funds and other helpful 
services available from federal and state govern¬ 
ments, and from corporations and the private sector. 

Author and successful businessman William Alarid 
has written a new guide to help the small business 
owner find low-cost funding to get started — and to 
keep going. It is written in clear, simple style 
aimed particularly at beginning businessmen, and 
consultants and others helping small businessmen. 

It's called “Money Sources for Small Business: 
Mow You Can Find Private, State, Federal, and 
Corporate Financing” (Puma Publishing Co.). This 
is familiar ground for the engineer-author Alarid 
who has also written “Free Help from Uncle Sam to 
Start Your Own Business.” 

When Alarid makes statements like “Don’t be 
discouraged if your first attempt is not successful,” 
the reader gains a sense of Alarid’s First-hand ex¬ 
perience in seeking such funding. 

The book begins appropriately with a chapter by 
the Small Business Administration on the fund¬ 
amentals of finding money. This section discusses 
credit worthiness, kinds of loans, amount of money 
needed, collateral, loan restrictions and limitations, 
the loan application, and standards that the lender 
uses lo evaluate the application. 

I he balance of the book is devoted to listing and 
describing these money sources. The longest chapter 
is on federal financial aid. It reviews general 
application procedures, describes a wide variety of 
loan and grant programs (Did you know there is a 
loan program for young people ages 10 to 20 in 
lural areas?). It also gives contact information. A 
variety of insurance programs provide security 
against loss.

But the end of the search is not despair 
in Silverstein’s tale of missing pieces and mis¬ 
taken identities. Eventually, along the ardous 
journey, and through misFittings and depar¬ 
tures, comes the encounter with the liberating 
wisdom of The Big O, reminding us that the 



secret of wholeness lies within our own selves 
and not in another person. 

“You cannot roll with me,” 
said The Big O 

“But perhaps you can roll by yourself.” 
“By myself?” 

A missing piece cannot 
roll by itself. 

“Have you ever tried?” 
asked the Big O. 

And, lo and behold, with practice and per¬ 
severance, wholeness comes to “The Missing 
Piece.” 

Because this is a Shel Silverstein book, my 
retelling is not sufficient to appreciate and 
delight over this story, and certainly its illustra¬ 
tions. The hard-backed book, published by 
Harper and Row, is simple and direct and hu- 
merous enough to attract children and the mo¬ 
ral of the story is profound enough for the 
adult who will recognize him/herself and say: 
“Uh-huh,” and “Uh-O.”

Russell 
co-authors bill 
on anti-crime 


Sen. Newton Russell 
begins this legislative 
year by co-authoring two 
tough anti-crime bills. 

AB 96 will provide the 
death penalty for all 
murder convictions 
where the victim was a 
child under the age of 
14. Currently, a special 
circumstance must be 
found by the courts in 
order to apply the death 
penalty in California. 
Some of these special 
circumstances include 
the murder of an elect¬ 
ed official and the mur¬ 
der of a firefighter, but 
not the murder of a 
child. 

“Children are under 


risk like no other time 
in this century. I be¬ 
lieve children should be 
afforded the protection 
of society’s highest crim¬ 
inal sanction,” said Rus¬ 
sell. 

Another bill co¬ 
authored by Sen.

Most stains occur from spillage of food, 
oily substances, and beverages. Often, a 
beverage is blotted up, and when the 
area dries, there is no noticeable stain. 
But later, with exposure to heat or with 
the passage of time, a yellow or brownish 
stain will appear. This is caused by the 
oxidation of sugar contained in the 
beverage. Most beverages, from 
lemonade to ginger ale to champagne, 
contain sugar. This component turns 
brown by a process called oxidation. You 
have probably seen this happen very 
quickly when you have eaten an apple 
and watched the core portion turn brown 
after exposure to the air. 

You can help the drycleaner do a better 
job for you if you will point out any such 
spillage when you take your garments to 
be cleaned. The cleaner must treat these 
stains prior to cleaning since the heat of 
drying or finishing may set the stain.
